An amendment to the Public Statutes was passed 
by the last General Court as follows :— 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning Feb. 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
August 31 annually.” This makes it necessary to raise 
money for the school sufficient to last until August, 1919. 

The estimates given above are practically the same as 
last year increased by two-fifths. 

The repairs at County and Derry hill were very ex- 
pensive but material is constantly rising in price. Two 
out houses were built and nearly enough lumber left on 
hand for required work at Grout hill in the spring, which 
was not done owing to inability to find workmen. Several 
schoolhouses should be painted. This has been postponed 
several times under stress of other. repair work, but the 
longer it is put off the more it will cost. 

We have had excellent teachers this past year. They 
have been interested in their work and we have only 
words of commendation. Of course, other things being 
equal, the more education and experience a teacher has, 
the better results will be obtained; but the young teachers 
often possess enthusiasm which offsets their lack of prac- 
tical experience. 
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Poor attendance hinders the work, our percent for 
year ending July, 1917, being only 87%. Sickness cannot 
be avoided but we had also 394 tardy marks. If the par- 
ents only realized the effect this has upon the teacher’s 
success, lessening her pride in her school, causing con- 
fusion in the classes, I believe they would try to better 
the record. 

We thank the people for all helpful words of encour- 
agement.

Silsby Free Public. Library 


The Selectmen of Acworth, N. H., 
Gentlemen: 


As Trustees of the Silsby Free Public Library, we 
present herewith our report of its activities, changes in 
our personel and our recommendations for the coming 
year, together with the reports of the Librarians, and the 
financial statement. 

In the resignation of Rev. J. F. Eaton the Board loses 
a valued and greatly interested member, one whose con- 
ception of the true value of a Library to the community 
was that of a broad minded, educated man, of wide ex- 
perience with men and in letters. We regret the necessity 
which called for his resignation. Miss Marinda P. Davis 
was appointed to his place. 

In the death of Edgar K. Morrison Esq. we lose an- 
other valuable and long time member of the Board, one 
who had keen active in counsel and in personal work; he 
will be greatly missed both asa Trustee of the Library 
and a resident of the town. Mr. George A. Evans was 
appointed to his piace. 

Mrs. A. H. Livingstone continues as Librarian, Miss 
C. F. Davis as Assistant. In South Aeworth Mrs. Arthur 
Burnham is worthily filling the place made vacant by the 
removal from town of Mrs. T. M. Foster, whose able, 
willing and unpaid service has been greatly appreciated. 


RECOMMENDATIONS AND SUGGESTIONS 


Last year a number of needed repairs were made, but 
none the present year, owing to lack of funds. One 
piece of work, mentioned in the last Report, is urgently 
demanding attention to prevent further and serious 
damage, viz.: a portion of the wall in the southeast 
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angle, where the mortar has lost all its holding proper- 
ties, owing principally to the loss of the eavestrough, so 
that in a southeast rain storm, wateris driven under 
the plate of the roof of the reading room badly discolor- 
ing the wall on the inside. A space of from 25 to 30 
square feet, at least, is simply a pile of bricks held down 
by the weight of the roof. The longer this work is de- 
layed the greater the cost of repair in. restoring the 
integrity of the wall and the prevention of disfiguration 
of the reading room. It will be possible, perhaps, to do 
this with money from the maintenance fund, but it 
would be better to appropriate $25.00 for that purpose 
and not reduce the amount to be used for purchase of 
books. 

Last year for reasons mentioned in the Report, the 
library and contents were insured against loss by fire, 
in the sun?of $5,000.00 for one year, using money from 
the maintenance fund. 

At the last annual March meeting it was voted not 
to raise money for reinsurance. 

We feel sure that such action was taken by the voters 
under a misconception of the gravity of the situation; 
$5,000.00 would not replace the building and contents, 
but it would bea great help, and unless there is help of 
this kind there would never be another library if the 
present one was to be destroyed; furthermore, the town 
in accepting the Silsby bequest, 1sin honor bound to 
protect it. Our neighbor, Charlestown, which had a 
similar bequest, takes good care to have its library well 
insured, its trustees think it their duty to have their 
building and contents protected against loss by fire, and 
that they would be subject to censure, and justly so, if 
they failed to do it. 

It was with the same feeling of responsibility that 
your Board of Trustees considered it their duty to insure 
the property entrusted to their care to April Ist, current 
year, using money from the amount appropriated by the 
town for maintenance. This cuts down the amount for 
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books, but it was thought much better to omit purchase 
of new reading matter than torun the risk of losing by 
fire our adequate Library building andits very valuable 
contents, among which are town papers, stored there for 
safety. We therefore recommend that the library and 
contents be insured for not‘less than $5,000.00. _ 

The premium for a policy of $3,000.00 on the building 
and $2,060.00 on the contents for one year is $46.60, for 
three years, for a like amount, it is $104.20, averaging 
$34.74 per year. We recommend the latter as the better 
economy. We also recommend that the usual amount 
be raised for maintenance. 

We therefore ask that an article be inserted in the 
Warrant calling attention tothe needs of the Library, 
(that most vital and important part ofa civilized com- 
munity,) and presenting an opportunity for the voters 
to act on the matters set forth in the foregoing report.

To the Trustees of Silsby Free Public Library and citizens 
of Acworth. 

Since my last report Rev. J. F. Eaton has resigned as 
trustee and Miss Marinda P. Davis was chosen to fill the 
vacancy. After the death of E. K. Morrison, George A. 
Evans was appointed by the Selectmen. 

By the will of Mrs. Mary L. Bowers, the income from 
five hundred dollars was given the Library to purchase 
books. This will probably be available this year. She 
also gave her library of 89 books, an oil painting of Mr. 
Bowers and a piece of mica. .Interested friends have 
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given 99 books, which makes 3,344 on record. During 
the year we have loaned 961 books and 1,536 magazines. 

There have been 67 registered visitors. 

The magazines that were purchased from the Town’s 
appropriation must be obtained the coming year by 
subscription. A goodly number will be given by patrons 
the same as in previous years. 

The South Acworth branch is well cared for by Mrs. 
Burnham. 

Miss Marinda. P. Davis very generousiy gave us 
wood for the library. 

Thanks are due the trustees, members of the Book 
_ club, those who have given money, books, and magazines, 
the ladies that helped clean the library and all that have 
helped in anyway.
